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ABOLISH RADIO LICENSE FEES 

The CBC has worked out a rather complicated system 
of receiving funds from the government in order to carry on 
the business of running the government-owned system. But 
they like to pretend that they are NOT receiving government 
funds and that the $2.50 tax is not a government subsidy but 
an annual fee paid by customers, something like a subscrip- 
tion to a weekly newspaper. 

The fact that this is a tax enforced on the owner of every 
receiving set, and not just an annual fee, of course means it 
is money coming out of the primary public treasury—the tax- 
payer’ pocket. The fact that a department of the government, 
the Department of Transport, effects collection of the tax 
at no cost to the CBC—means the people are being taxed twice. 
We pay the $2.50 tax direct to the collector and in our other 
taxes we pay the cost of collection. 

Up until now, the CBC has opposed every move to abolish 
the $2.50 radio fee collected direct from the operators of re- 
ceiving They have refused a direct grant from the 
government to pay CBC expenses. We believe that this is 
the logical solution, however. It will eliminate the annoyances 
of paying what is in reality a nuisance tax of the first order, 
and cut out the costs of collection. It will put the CBC in 
its right light——just another government bureau depending on 
taxation revenues for its existence. 

The latest suggestion, to pay the CBC a set amount each 
year for each radio set in operation in Canada, while a seem- 
ingly sensible solution to the problem, will only bring with it 
problems again. Let’s abolish the radio license fee entirely 
and give the CBC a grant out of revenues each year. Why 
go to the expense of counting the number of sets in operation? 
That isn’t necessary.

Tales of The Northwest 


By EUSTACE REDDISH : 
I suppose that most people will have heard the term : after- 
noon farmer” used in reference to some farmer in the district 
who is habitually very late in starting his field work in the 


morning. 

However, in the early days we 
also had “Winter farmers”. ‘Win- 
ter farmers” were so ‘alled be- 
cause they were not interested in 
farming but just regarded the 
homestead as a parking place for 
the winter where they could live 
cheaply after following their sea- 
sonal occupations during the sum- 
mer in Edmonton or other loca- 
tions. Then there was the addi- 
tional attraction that after getting 
the fifteen acres broken necessary 
to “prove up” it might be possible 
to sell the quarter to some one 
and so result in winter, ay well as 
summer, earnings. tn “proving up” 
there were acres and also “home- 
stead acres” Many a homestead 
was proved up by calling a field of 
about five acres fifteen acres. A\l- 
ternately a could be 
proved up by owning and pasturing 
a cerfain number of cattle on it. It 
was not unknown for a homestead 


homestead 


er to borrow the necessary number 
of cattle from an obliging neighbor 
to enable him to This 
was fraud of course and was usual 
ly only 


prove up 


practiced by those who 
were anxious to prove up, sell out 
and move on. The genuine settler 
usually broke as much land as 
possible to enable the place to be- 
come self supporting At first 


just a habitable 


house and 15 
acres of breaking were required 
to enable a settler to prove up but 
about 1910

changed so that a homesteader 
needed a house of minimum value 
of $300.60 and thirty acres broken 
to enable him to prove up and get 
the title to his homestead 
Occasionally a ‘winter farmer’ 
proving up would decide to 
keep his land and become a real 
farmer. That is what happened to 
Robert Campbell who was one of 


the first winter farmers of Pea- 


vine Bob was born and educated 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, and after 
leavir school he served a four 


year apprenticeship learning the 


trade of “stone cutter’. As work 
s trade was not easy to get he 
jecided to come to Canada, and 
landed at Montreal in the spring of 
1907 From there he went to Ot- 
tawa where he worked at his trade

Early in November, 1909 Bob 


set out from Edmonton for his 
Peavine homestead in company 
with two other settlers who were 
headed a little further west. They 
took the C.N.R. train to Stony 
Plain and then got a ride on a con- 
struction train of the GT.P. as far 
as Eentwistle which was the end of 
steel at that time and was booming 
as the bridge across the Pembina 
was being built. 

Their first problem was to cross 
the Pembina but as it was early 
November the river was very low 
so they were able to ford it on foot. 
One man just walked in clad as he 
was, the second rolled his pants 
and underpants over his knees, 
took off his boots and socks then 
put his boots on again and he was 
ready Our Bob decided to cross 
over barefoot as well as bareleg- 
ged. Being November that water 
was cold, so cold in fact that Bob 
says that had he been alone he 
probably would not have crossed 
but have returned to Edmonton. 
They expected to find some houses 
along the way where they would 
be able to get a meal and to stay 
overnight if necessary and so they 
only took with them one packet of 
crackers and three tins of sardines 
as sustenance on the way.

OUR FIRST WEALTH IS HEALTH: It's not always the 
best cook who has the healthiest family. For good health 
does not result from an occasional prize-winning pie or cake, 
but rather from knowing what we need to eat, and getting it 
on the table—regularly! 

To maintain good health we require a balanced diet. The 
easiest way to achieve this is to eat a sufficient variety of 
food. At this time of year, especially after the winter we in 
northern Alberta have just experienced, the resistance of the 
family tends to be somewhat lowered. So it’s not amiss for 
us to review the food rules established by the National Re- 
search Council of Canada, which are an excellent guide for the 
homemaker who would protect her family. 

The ideal policy is to include these foods every day if 
possible. But if we eat them MOST of the time, we are supply- 
ing the vitamin and mineral needs of the body as well as 
the fuel. 

1. Drink six to eight glasses of water per day. 

2. Milk: Adults, one-half to one pint. Children, one and 
a half pints to a quart. 

3. Fruit: One serving of citrus fruit or tomatoes or their 
juices, and one serving of other fruits. 

1. Vegetables: At least one serving of potatoes, at least 
two servings of other vegetables, preferably leafy, green or 
yellow, and frequently raw. ™ 

5. Cereals and Bread: One serving of a whole-grain cefeal 
and at least four slices of Canada approved vitamin B bread 
(whole wheat, brown or white), with butter. 

6. Meat and Fish: One serving of meat, fish or poultry. 
Use beans, peas, or nuts as well. Use eggs and cheese at least 
three times a week each, and liver frequently. 

7. A fish liver oil, as a source of vitamin D, should be 
given to children and may be advisable for adults. 

&. lodized salt is recommended. 

Many homemakers, even those who know these rules, find 
it helps to paste them on the inside of the cupboard door, as 
a gentle reminder. 


AND HAPPINESS: If our first wealth is health, then 
happiness follows close behind. Or perhaps it is better to say 
that one is not existent without the other. And along with 
happiness we think of friends, which reminds us in turn of 
entertaining. 

Did you know that with the larger, more attractive kit- 
chens there is more entertaining being done there? Or is it 
that we cannot get away from the fact that there is something 
about a kitchen which makes it the centre of the home? The 
following recipe, along with a single salad, would constitute 
a good ‘hospitality’ meal for a gay kitchen party. Or it would 
serve equally well for ‘come house-cleaning time’.

Canadian Wheat Exports 
May Lose U.S. Support 


The United States may not provide Marshall Plan dollars 
to pay for exports of Canadian wheat in the crop year starting 
August 1, 1950. If such is the case there is a possibility of ex- 
port prices dropping to $1.40. This was intimated in a news 
dispatch from Washington last week. 


The $1.40 figure is the floor price 
in the International Wheat Agree- 
ment but the Washington corres- 
pondent overlooked the fact that 
the floor price was calculated on 
the value of the Canadian dollar in 
the spring of 1949. Since then the 
Canadian dollar has been devalu- 
ated by 10 per cent and this raises 
the floor price as far as Canada is 
concerned to $1.54 a bushel. 

Government officials at Ottawa 
pointed out that unless there is a 
glut of wheat in the world this 
comin gerop year prices are likely 
to go to the floor figure. At the 
present time wheat for export to 
nations who are not participants in 
the International Wheat Agree- 
ment would bring $2.25 a bushel 
(Canadian) The ceiling price 
under the agreement is $1.98. 

Under the terms of the agree. 
ment Canada is committed to de- 
liver to 37 importing nations 203, - 
069,635 bushels of wheat each year 
The agreement went into effect on 
August 1, 1949, and lasts for four 
years 

It has been stated that the Unit- 
ed States Congress in passing the 
Marshall Plan appropriation made 
no provision for buying from other 
countries any commodities in sur-
